Intoxicating 


wine, home brew, and distilled spir- 
its may not be made. 
"Two hundred gallons of nor.in- 


toxicatir.g fruit juice may be manu- 
factured tax free by head ot lamily 
by registering with collector of in- 
ternal revenue. 


"This tax exemption provision has 


been the source of contusion. 
The 


effect of this is not to allow tho man- 
ufacture of 200 gallons ot intoxicat- 
ing wine free from restrictions of 
national prohibition act, but merely 
to allow the manufactude of 200 gal- 
lons of. nonintoxicating fruit juices 
free Of tax.
